Under the old law relating to levying 


aud collecting taxes, sajs the Wmne- 
atuoca Silver State, the Board of County 
Commissioners did not levy taxes uutil 
April, and ao loin foi taxes attached to 
property prior to date. As the season 
for shipping beet cattle closed before 
the assessment was levied, no revenue 
was derived fiom that source, as the 
fat cattle were all out of the country, 
and while the fact was apparent that 
from 20,000 to 
35,000 beeves were 


shipped from here annually, the As- 
n ess me tit roll showed that DO beef cattle 
were assessed for purposes of taxation 
Under the new law, which went into ef- 
fect on March 1st, this year, Boards of 
County Commissioners are lequiied to 
fix the rate of taxation on or before the 
first Monday of March in each year, at 
which time the Jem for taxes attaches. 
Under this Act, several thousand head 
of beeves have been assessed in this 
county—here, at Lovelock, and Iron 
Point 
It is claimed by some that this 


will have n tendency to pievent Oiegou 
and Idaho cattlemen fiom driving their 
cattle here for shipment unless they 
can get them out of the State before tbe 
1st of March. This is improbable, how- 
ever, as everj stock ownei must admit 
that there is no injustice in assessing all 
property found in the couutiy on which 
taxes have not been paid elsewhere 
The value placed upon beef rattle by 
the Asspssor for purposes of taxation is 
$25 per head 
As the rate of taxation 


is $2 60 on the $100 valuation, the 
taxes on a fat steer amount to only C5 
cents, which all things considered, is by 
uo means enormous 
If the cattle aro 


shipped to California and not marketed 
before the first of Ma, oh, they are sub- 
ject to taxation there as well as hers, 
and as a much higher valuation is placed 
on them in that btate, the taxes will be 
•fully as much as in Hurnboldt, even 
though the rate of taxation should be 
much less 
Tneie is no reason to feai 


that cattle men will try to avoid taxa- 
tion by driving then cattle into Califor- 
nia in the Fall, or by shipping them by 
lail earlier than usual, so long as they 
are treated as leniently by the Assessor 
as they have been this Spring. The i 
low rate of 85 cents i head will not 
warrant any departure from the estab- 
lished custom

EDITOR JOUBNAI.: —I have a few words 


to say in reply to an article in tbe 
Evening Gazette, headed "A Defaulting 
Creditor." This whole trouble origina- 
ted from the action of T. S. Merchant 
who represents wholesale houses in 
San Francisco.
